A Description of the North Riding of 
YORKSHIREfT. 

HIS Riding, afew miles above Flam- 

borough-Head, extends itfelf in a long 
and narrow tract, for 60 miles, as far as 
Wefimoreland to the weft ; being bounded 
on one fide partly by the Derwent, fevering 
it from the Eaff Riding, and partly by 
the Oufe and Ure, dividing it from the We? 
Riding ; and on the other fide by the Tees, 
which feparates it from the bifhoprick of 
Durbam to the north, 

The boroughs in this divifion are, 1. 
Scarboreugh, 169 computed and 204. mea- 
fured miles north from London, It is 
fituated on the fea fide, is very antient, and 
famous for its ftrong caftle upon a rock 
that advances into the fea. The town is 
encampafied by the fea on all fides, except 
on the weft, where it has an entrance by 
a long narrew flip of land. It is well 
built, populous, and enjoys a good trade, 
having a commodious key, to which plenty 
of fhipping refort, chiefly employed in the 
coal trade, and the fifhery, which is here 
confiderable for herring, ling, haddock, 
hake, whitings, mackarel and cod. Its 
famous fpaw or purging water occafions 
abundance of the nobility and gentry to 
refort hither, to the great profit and im- 
provement of the town : It boils up like a

ever it is in this, it is not ufual in

a boy, how old he was ? and he anfwered, 
Twe years younger than your majcfly’s bappy 
reign 5 with which the queen was greatly 
eafed. 

The Rev. doétor Rawley, his chaplain, 
who wrote his life, tells us, that when he 
was at the univerfity, and not above 16 
years of age, his lordhhip firft fell into 
a diflike of the philofophy of <Ariforle, 
*¢ not for the worthlefinefs of the author, 
to whom he would ever afcribe all high 
attributes, but for the unfruitfulnefs of the 
way, being a philofophy (as his lordfhip ufed 
to fay) only firong for difputations and 
contentions, but barren of the production 
of works for the benefit of the life of man;"" 
in which mind he continued to his dying 
day. 

x the univerfity he paffed over to 
Paris, where he was fome time ; and after 
his return betook himfelf to the ftudy of 
the common law in Gray’s-Inn, where he 
foon gained a very extenfive knowledge 
therein, tho’ he had made that, as he him- 
felf faid, as an acceffory and not as his 
jrincipal fiudy. He had not been long 
called to the bar, before he was generally 
diftinguifhed both for his great learning and 
manner of addres, fo that in a fhort time he 
was made one of the queen’s learned coun- 


fel; foon after which he built his elegant D 


chanibers in Gray's-Inen, commonly called, 
lord Bacon's lodgings. 

The doétor fays, “* Tho" the queen 
cheared him with the bounty of ber 
countenance, fhe never cheared him with 
the bounty of her hand, fave that of giving 
him the reverfion of the regifter’s office in 


the Star-Chamber, worth 1600. a year ~ E 


which made his lordfhip fay, as he waited 
‘pear 20 years for it, “* That it was like 
another man’s ground abutting upon his 
houfe, which might mend his profpect, 
but did not fill his barns.”” 

The reafon that Q. Eftzabeth did no 
more for him, is in fome meafure account- 
ed for by the doctor. “* It was owing 
(fays he) to the arts and policy of a great 
ftatefman to fupprefs and keep him down, 
left, if he had rifen, he might have obfcured 
his glory."’ 3 

Upon the coming in of K. Fames 1. he 
was foon taken notice of ; for his mafter 
raifed and advanced him 9 times, fix times 
in office, and thrice in dignity, which the

ceived from the regifter and alienation ofj~ 

B ces to the amount of s$oo/. a year, which, 
with the income of his own lands and pof- 
feffions, that amounted to a third part of 
that fum, he retained to his dying day. 
This thews, how much miftaken our com- 
mon hiftorians and their copiers have been, 
when they afferted, that, after his lordthip 
had loft the great feal, he pined away, and 

C died almoft for want. 

In the firft part of his lordthip’s life, he 
enter’d into a married ftate, but by his !a- 
dy, who brought him an ample fortune, he 
had no children; upon which the Rev. 
doétor remarks, that he had other iffue to 
perpetuate his name, that of his brain, in 
which he was ever happy and admired. 
How he aéted in_his office of lord chancel. 
lor, our hiftorians, and particularly thole 
who have penn’d his life, have given a full 
relation, to whom I fhall refer. It is cer- 
tain his funfhine of fortune was followed bya 
cloud: —Fho’ his fall, however fevere it was 
to his own refiection, met with all the alie- 
viation that could poffibly attend it : For the 
king, tho” he could not e him from 
cenfure, not only immediately releafed him 
from his imprifonment, but remitted the 
fine, admitted him to court, and granted 
him a full pardon; and in the fucceeding 
reign he was femmoned to parliament. — 

Lord Bacon, being thus freed from his 
attendance at court, had leifure to apply 
himfelf wholly to thofe ftudies, which were, 
even in the bufy part of his life, his chief 
delight ; and the few remaining years, aftct 
he had loft the feals, he {pent in that philo- 
fophical manner, which has ever been the 
ambition and with of learned and good 
“men ; and there is extant a remarkable pa!- 
fage in his will, that fully thews his love 
of learning, — ‘* My mame and memory,

tion.———-The marquis D’Effat, who 
conduéted the princefs, wife to K. Charles I. 
to England, paid him a vifit, and made 
him this compliment : ‘* That he was like 
the angels, of whom we hear, much, but 
never fee them.’* To which his lordthip 
modeftly replied, <* 
of others compared him to an angel, his 
own infirmities taught him, that he was 
but a man.’’ His lordhhip was carried off 
the ftage of this life, Apri/g, 1626. 

He was certainly equal to the greateft 
men that have adorned the world, and 
perhaps furpaffed by none. Learning is 
indebted to him for the nobleft difcoveries in B 
modern philofophy, to which he pointed the 
way, by forfaking the maze of the fchools, 
and founding knowledge, not_in fpecula- 
tion only, but experiments. Nor was his 
lordthip iefs a ftatefman than a philofopher. 
However. his want of ceconomy might 
hurt his own fortune, and involve him in 
publick cenfure ; yet his failings will be 
forgot when his eminent virtues are re- 
membered, and his name will be had in 
lating veneration as long as truth and 
learning remain in the world. —- 

Now as to the other noble lord, who 
had likewife the happinefs of being diftin- 
guifhed, and moft honourably preferred 
by two fucceffive fovereign princes; he 
had not the fame advantage of fetting 
out in the world, with having, as the 
leiter-woriter truly fays oF lord Bacon, 
‘* a father almoft 20 years lord keeper of 
the great feal, nor an uncle lord . high 
treafurer by the mother’s fide.’’ But on 
the contrary, a8 Shakefpear exprefies it 
upon another occafion,

The force of bis own merit made his way. 

He was the fon of a worthy private 
gentleman, who caufed him-to be editcated F 
fuitable to the prefeffion he defign’d him 
for ; and at a proper age was placed in one 
of the inns of court, where he difcovered 
2 genius equally bright, quick and pene- 
trating, and eatly made a confidtrabie 
Progrefs in his ftudies, both in the com- 
mon and ftatute laws ; and being thus 
qualified, he was called to the bar ; and 
here he was foori taken notice of, not G 
only for the knowledge he liad acquired 
in his profeffioh, fat beyond what could 
be expected from his expetience and years, 
but alfo for h's modeft addrefs. 

That was hot all ; for, dering the time 
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he pleaded at the bar with fo much di- 
ftinGtion, he made another ufeful branch 
part of his filudy, which was to be well ac- 
guainted with the conftitution of his coun- 
try, and the law of nations; and what 
he received by nature, he continued to 
cultivate and improve by ufeful learning, 


That, if the charity A that gave a luftre to his actions. No won- 


der, that a gentleman thus qualified was 
preferred ; for we find him made folicitor- 
general, elected member of parliament, 
and the honour of knighthood conferred 
on him in a fhort fpace of time, and Very 
early in life: He was then preferred to 
the office of attorney-general, which he 
fuftained upwards of eight years, and dif- 
charged himfelf therein with the utmoft 
fidelity to the crown, and without op- 
prefling in the leaft afy of his majefty’s 
fubjeéts, that were fo unfortunate as to 
labour under profecutions: And it was 
then generally allowed, that his addrefs 
was eafy, his afpe€t gracious and manly, 
joined with a clear and fonotous voice. So 


C that, in refpeé to his conduét during this 


period, that might be juftly applied to him 
that was faid of the late lord chancellor 
Harcourt, in the ihtroduttion to his patent 
for creating him a peer, 

‘*. His faculty of fpeaking was fo full of 
vivacity, that many doubted whether he 
was fitter to mianage caufesin the lower 
court, or to fpeak before a full pariia- 
ment: Btit it was unanimoufly conicfs’d 
by all, that among the lawyers he was 
the moft cloquent orator, and among the 
orators the moft able lawyer ’ 
therefore, furnifhed with fuch great endow- 
ments of mind, it is not Without reafon, that 
all clients wifh’d for to defend their caufe.’” 

Bis lordhhip, before he fuftained either of 
the Jaft-mentioned offices, intermarried 
with a lady, nearly related to ohe who had 
fora time filled the feat, with the higheft 
honour, that lord Bacen once prefided in, 
ahd by this lady he is blefi'd with fix chil- 
dren, feveral of whom now make a great 
figure in life. | 

And foch was the honour of his Jord- 
fhip, upon a rematkable octafion, when 
a profecution was fet on foot againit a 
late chancellor, tho” he was piopofed to be 
one of the manager, ahd was then at- 
torney-general, inftead of accepting it 
he publickly aknowledged the great dhligh. 
tion he was under to the unhappy Jord, 
and begg’d leave to decline it, which was 
gtanted him ; and I dotibt ‘not but all will 
allow, that that was a ftrong evidente 
of the greatnefs of his mind; and the gra- 
titude of his heart: - « : ; 

' But, to follow this great man ; another 
erment he met with was that of being 
called to the cegrét of ferjeant at law, and 
HbA | . . placed 
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placed in the higheft feat of juftice next the 
chancery, and likewife had the honour of 
being created a peer, about the time that 
another sight Hon. and very eminent 
gentleman, his intimate and particular 
friend, was not only created a peer, but 
conftituted lord hgh chancellor of Great 
Brita. 

There this great perfonage prefided till 
the death of that noble Jord, where he 
difcharged his truft, in the opinion of all, 
with the greateft reputation ; and, during 
the time he prefided there, he was uni- 
verfally efteemed and honoured, as well 
for his great knowiedge in the laws of his 
eountry, and the pradtice of the court, 
as for his polite behaviour to all whofe af- 
fairs required their attendance upon his 
lordhhip either in publick or private: And, 
without derogating or diminifhing the 
characters of any of his renowned prede- 
ceifors, he fhewed by his actions, that his 
great abilities were equal to any that had 
gone before him ; and, when he was re- 
moved to fuftain a higher office, his 
lois was generally regretted by the bar, 
the minifters, officers, and fuitors of 
the court, and nothing could alleviate 
their concern on the occafion, but his 
majefiy’s goodnefs in placing the prefent 
right Hon, gentleman ‘in his ftead : So like- 
wife a very great concern was exprefied 
by the whole nation for the death of the 
noble lord juft fpoke of ; and what could 
have dilpelled the uneafinefs of the people, 
or repaired that great lofs to the kingdom 
i general, except that of appointing fo 
worthy a fucceffor, which gave much 
content and pleafure to all honeft men ? 

After his lordfhip was thus preferred to 
the higheft office in the law, he earneftly 
fet about to reform fuch abufes as ftill re- 
main’d inthe court, in which he had the hap- 
pinefs in a great degree to fucceed, and has 
all along a@ed in this eminent ftation with 
integrity, moderation, candour, and the ut- 
molt difintereftednefs ; witnefs the decrees 
his lordfhip has made in fome of the moft 
mtricate caufes, wherein be has evidenced 
his mafterly abilities, ftrong fenfe, great 
penetration into nature, and uncommon 
judgment of the human heart. I fay, 
thofe decrees alone will ftand Jafting mo- 
numents of his worth and goodnefs, as 
long as juftice and equity continue among 
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us ; and it may be further fa; 
lordfhip, that he has daily apo 
muititude of fuits in chancery, and te. 
moved, aiter the example of his Worthy 
predeceffor, many obftacles that has delay’d 
judgment in that court; and, withoy: 
vanity, it may be likewife faid, his lord. 
fhip, by his aétions, has fully demon. 
ftrated, that he has all the qualifications 
Sir Fobn Davys {ays are requifite to make a 
good chancellor *, and that the lines in 
noe Difpenfary may be very juitly applied to 
um :

The compliment paid to his lordthip by 

a learned gentleman, after the nation had 
C experienced his wife and equa! adminiftra- 
tion, I apprehend to be extremely right, 
and therefore I fhall here repeat it. 

*¢ The publick, my lord, has fometimes 
lamented, that the higheft offices of the 
law have been conferred on perfons in the 
decline of life, more out of regard to paft 
fervices than the expectation of future ; 
but the vigour of your lordfhip’s age and 
conftitution promifes a long continuance 
of the publick benefits, already derived 
from your adminiftration ; the happy ef- 
fe&s of which have rendered it the con- 
ftant prayer of all honeft men, that you 
may long live in the enjoyment of your 
prefent dignity, with the fame abilities and 
capacity to adorn it.”” 

E We next find his lordfhip fuftaining ano- 
therfupreme office, where, in the opinion oi 
all (except thofe of the /erzer-writer’s ftamp) 
he executed the great authority where- 
with he was invetted, with the utmoftjuttice, 
humanity, and impartiality, infomuc' 
that there was not the leaft objection to 
any part of his lordfhip’s conduét, but on 
the contrary, his compaffionate difpofition 
to the diftreffed more evidently appeareé, 
as well upon the trials of the unhappy 
lords, as from the moving and eloquet 
fpeeches he made to them at the time © 
paffing fentence: In fhort, he —

enumerate, than a letter. However, for 
your prefent information, I refer you to 
his elegant fpeeches, upon feveral impor- 
tant occafions, which will much better 
fpeak this noble lord's real fentiments than 
any thing that I can relate. But thus far I 
mutt obferve, that fo much has his fteady 
behaviour, in every ftation of life, gained 
the affection of the people, that the bare 
report fome time fince, of his lordfhip’s 
removal from the high dignity he now en- 
joys, gave much concern to all who were 
beft capable of knowing his true worth: 
And no fooner was that report contra- 
di@ed, than there appeared as much jov 
and fatisfaétion in every face, as before 
ef forrow and difcontent. Surely, this ful- 
ly demonftrates the fenfe the nation had 
of his lordfhip’s great merit, and how 
fit he is to prefide in the facred feat of 
juftice ; and it is the hopes and withes of 
all thinking men, that he will for many 
years fo continue. 


The /etter-writer blames lord Bacon for D 


want of family ceconomy, the other for 
avarice, who has ufed ceconomy all his 
life-time, and yet lived fuitable to his 
different ftations in the world, but {till his 
lordfhip muft be blamed ; which puts me 
in mind of an article of impeachment once 
exhibited againft a great minifier, for 
keeping too great a court in the king’s ab- 
fence, which caufed this remark: ‘‘ If he 
had kept none, he would very likely have 
been impeached for being a mrfer ; fo that, 
let great perfonages live fpiendid or clofe, 
the cenforious multitude will be always 
cerping.”” 

I take myfelf to be juftified in what I 
have here laid before the publick, even from 
the opinion of the incomparable lord Bacon, E 
who allows, that obfervations upon great 
mens lives and characters, if penned as 
they ought to be, (which I do not prefume 
to fay I have altogether done) are more 
beneficial and ufeful to a reader, than either 
chronolgy or narration : But his lordfhip, 
whilft living, always detefted drawing 


an imaginary contraft of charaéters ; and 


the fame indignation has been expreifed 
againft fuch a wicked and ungenerous way of 
writing, by other moft celebrated authors ; 
particularly Sir Richard Sree/, upon the like 
Occafion, expreffes himfelf as follows : 
‘* The happieft climate does not produce 
authings, and it was fo ordered, that one

N the 22d inftant, in the 
<= ae divifion of St. Fobn’s, 
+ they had a moit terrible 
; O [ thunder - fhower, which 
exw latted from fix til ten that 
woe night. At Armborb, the 
' family being in bed, were 
alarm’d with the moife of water in the 
houfe ; and the landlord, on getting up 
to fee what was the matter, ftepp’d mid- 
thigh decp in water ; and obierving the 
water increafe, he carry’d his wife up 
ftairs on his back to the loft, and the reft 
of his family into the barn: But fufpecting 
thatthe houfe would fall, the hufband and 
wife went wailt-deep to the barn alfo ; 
where they had not been long before the 
water obliged the whole family to remove 
from thence likewife, to the tops of the 
hay-mows, till it abated. One Anzas 
Dikinjon had all the doors and door-cheeks 
of her houfe, barn, byre, &c. and fix 
truffes of hay in the barn, taken away 
by the water; which alfo drove down a 
large orchard wall, {wept away all the trees, 
and left the ground quite bare. Three ficlds 
near the feli bottom are torn up, two of 
which can never be call’d arable land again. 
Mr. Layth’s mill was beat to pieces, ex- 
cepting the door-end. One of the mill- 
ftones cannot be fownd, and the other 
was carried off a good diftance. Such a 
break of rocks was beat down upon the 
mill, that there are thoufands of cart-loads 
of {tones about it. Timothy Walker’s houfe 
is fo fhatter’d, that he is removed from it, 
and Fobn Walker had all his goods over‘et 
by the water, and loft a cheft with rol. 
in it. All the walls and hedges adjoining 
to the fell were wath’d down.

The locufts made their appearance yel- 
terday in thefe parts, and this morning 4 
fwarm fiew over this town, extending @ 
mile in breadth, and taking up fix hous 
in their paflage: Their fight was direced 
towards Leohjcutz and Cofel, We have jut 
receiv’d advice, that thofe terrible infeGs 
have entirely devoured, in the Jordihip of 
Rubnig, a great quantity of oats, barley and 
millet, which was not yet got in.

Y letters from Bern in Switzerland, of 

the z1{t ult. N. S. we are informed, 
that the proceedings on account of the late 
confpiracy were terminated by a fentence 
of outlawry, which the great council had 
paffed againtt five of the accomplices who 
had efcaped, two Of whom they have 
fince executed in effigy; but not content 
with this thew of anvexecution, they have 
promifed a reward of 1000 crowns ,to 
whomfoever fhall produce them living, and 
coo if dead, with am entire exemption 
from punifhment, in cafe they kill them 
by any method or means whatfoever ; 
and it is faid, that the regency will foon 
publifh an authentick account of this whole 
affair. In the mean time feveral letters 
from abroad give a different turn to this 
affair, and one in particular, which feems 
to come from a friend of the confpirators, 
has this remarkable conclufion, viz. * Very 
confiderable fums are from time to time 
drawn from the publick treafury, in order 
to augment the income of the bailliages ; 
that is to fay, to encreafe the appointments 
of the lucrative pofts, which thofe families 
(meaning thofe that have the government 
in their hands) look upon as part of their 
patrimony. Provided that an employment 
be not altogether abje&t, large appoint- 
ments are annexed to it, and it is referved 
for one of the 2co. The management 
of the money which particular perfons of 
the canton have in England, was hereto- 
fore an advantage to a merchandizing 
burgher; but for ten years paft this has 
been erected into a bailliage, in order to 
deprive the burghers of it. So that upon 
the whole, according to a moderate com- 
putation, the body call’d the 200, have 
actually beftowed upon themfelves an in- 
come of the yearly value of a million of 
livers bernois, which divided in a juft pro- 
portion would make every body eafy. The 
employments which by their meannefs are 
not fought after by the people in power, 
amount to mo more than 30,000 livres 
per annum. ‘The advantages of commerce 
and reanufaCtures the people are deprived 
of by the uncommon policy of the regency, 
and they cannot now, as heretofore, make 
their fortune by arms, for they are for- 
bidden by a law of anew date to engage 
in any foreign fervice, and there is no body 
promoted in their own but the princes of 
the blood, that is to fay, the fons, grand- 
fons, and nephews, of the 200, (juft as 
it was in Holland before the happy revolu- 
tion there.”) 

Hague Sept, 2. The Weft India compa- 
ny deliberated yefterday, and agreed to 
the propofal for conferring upon the prince 
ftadtholder, the gevernment and general 


dire&tion of that company and of all the - 


eftablifiments that belong te it, upon the 


fame footing and with the fame preto- 
gatives which he enjoys as governor of the 
Eaft India company. 

There is a furmife in Holland, as if the 
Dutch celony in the ifland of Batawia in 
the Eaf Indies had revolted, and fet up a 
government of their own, independent 
of that their mother country. 

Paris, Sept. 1, N.S, The 30th of Jaft 
month we received letters from Avisnon, 
advifing, that tle young pretender had 
fuddenly made his appearance there again, 
whil& they thought him to be yet on the 
frontiers of Poland. But if we may credit 
what is added in the faid letters, he will 
make no long ftay at Avignon. 6, His 
majefty has this day publithed an arret, 
whereby all private perfons are ftriftly 
charged not to eftablifh any new religious 
foundations ; nor even to leave any lega- 
cies or donations in favour of any of our 
convents, and moreover, that no religious 
fociety or community whatfoever, hall 
have the privilege of making any new 
acquifitions, All notaries likewife, are 
thereby prohibited, on fevere penalties, to 
receive any free gifts or legacies in favour 
of any fuch focieties. 

From Madrid we have an account, pub- 
lifhed by authority, of a revolt in the 
Carraccas in America, headed by Don Fobn 
Francis de Leon, a powerful and rich man 
in that country : That they have drove 
the company’s factors out of the country, 
and obliged the Spanifh governor to retire 
into the caftle of Guiaro ; and that they 
declare for a freedom of commerce. 

By the way of Lijbon we have an ac- 
count from Algiers, that commodore Kep- 
pel arrived there the oth wit. with feven 
Englifo men of war: That the next-day he 
prefented a letter from his Britannick ma- 
jefly to the dey, and ftrongly preffed refti- 
tution of the éffects taken on board the 
Prince Frederick packet boat; but after 
ftaytng ten days there, he return'’d again to 
Portmabon without receiving any proper fa- 
tisfaction, (See p. 394.) 

And by the way of Gibraltar we have an 
account from Tetwan, that Mr, Latton, the 
Britife ambaffador to the emperor of Mo- 
recco, iS detained prifoner, on account of 
fome deficiency in the payments, for the 
releafe of the Englifb captives by the late 
Mr. Zolicofre, who died a prifoner there on 
the fame account.
